year with makeshifts and patchwork 
which are resorted to only to tide 


over present needs. 

These business men, who have 4 
deep interest in Atlanta’s welfare and 
are actuated by civic pride, all agree 
that to build for the future and let 
posterity pay for some of the benefits 
which they are to enjoy is the only 
way to conduct the city’s affairs.

Bankers Indorse Movement. 

| added far 
more than $3,000,000 to the value of 
Atlanta when we made the $3,000,000 
bond iseue, and I believe from our 
increase in property vaiues and popu- 
lation that the time has come for 
another bond issue. It is the only 
way in which we can handle the needs 
of our growing city, and we cer- 
tainly have brains and integrity 
enough to guarantee its being spent 
right. l realize that some good men 
will oppose this bond issue, as was 
done previously, but I cannot see how 
a thinking man who turns his atten- 
tion to the matter can do go,” 

Ww. J. Blalock, President Fulton 
National bank: “Nobody doubts but 
that Atlanta is growing and that it is 
soon to be a great city among Ameri- 
can municinalities, and I belleve that 
it is time that we adopted a compre- 
hensive system for various public im- 
provements, part:.ularly our streets, 
and then issue bonds to meet the cost. 
For one thing we need a permanent 
grade for our main arteries of traffic, 
and for that we ought to employ an 
expert.” 

William Hurd Hillyer: “As a gen- 
era] thing I believe that the debt of a 
city should be Kept down as low as 
possible and on general principles l 
oppose the issuing of bonds. Atlanta's 
strong point has been her small out, 
standing debt as compared with simi- 
lar cities over the country, and so lI 
eppose a wholesale issuing of bonds, 
but for permanent public improve- 
ments, under proper care, I would fa- 
vor the issuing of certain bonds.” 

Colonel Robert J. Lowry: “As a 
genera] preposition and for public im- 
provements I am for the issuing of 
bonds to a certain extent.” 

Colonel W. lL. Peel: “I am heartily 
in favor of such a bond issue as ad- 
vocated by The Constitution. City 
council or a cOmmission ought to map 
out the necessary improvements need- 
ed by Atlanta and then issue bonds 
sufficient to cover this expense. We 
need many improvements in our 
street aystem and the only way we 
can cover this expense is by issuing 


bonds.” 

Ex-Mayor Robert F. Maddox: “I 
think that the growth of the city has 
created such a demand on the various 
departments of the city that there are 
not enough funds from current tax- 
ation to meet them. An increase, for 
instance, of our taxable valuation ag- 
gregatine $10,000,000 brings in a 
revenue Of onlv $125,000, which could 
be readily absorbed by the necessary 
extension of fire and police extension 
alone. I believe that. bond issues for 
permanent public improvements are 
not only wise, but necessary, and as 
the city grows these public improve- 
ments become more costly and less 
likely to be made out of current taxes. 
I am glad to see that the city council 
has appointed a committee of 100 to 
look into the matter and I hope its 
report mav give Atlanta a definite 
plan upon which to work.” 

Merchants Say Pian Is Safe. 

Colonel F. J. Paxon: “Atlanta owes 
it to her present prosperity and her 
future greatness to issue bonds, just 
aS many as the people wiil vote, and 
that can be sold. There is no other 
way to buila a big city. The Consti- 
tution has my most emphatic indorse- 
ment ang there is no better work to 
engage the attention of our people at 
this time than to begin a bond cam- 
paign and hold an election as soon as 
possible. I not only favor the $5,000,- 
000 issue, but more if it were possible 
to get it.”

The objection to the admission was 
made on the grounds that Mr. Clark, 
as aman of family, should not be al- 
lowed to make the sacrifice that is ex- 
pected of a minister during his early 
service. ' 

Rev. T. D. Ellis warned the confer- 
ence against admitting men who have 
families to support, and who are not 
ina position to properly carry ou min- 
istry work. 

“There is already.too much suffering 
among Methodist ministers,” declared 
Dr, Ellis. “It does not do the church 
any good to have men who are bur- 
dened with a large family to enter the 
ministerial. service. It is a serious 
matter, and the conference should at 
least be careful. 

Rev. J. M. Outler, presfding. elder 
of the Thomasville district, belleved 
Mr. Clark would not be hampered by 
financial difficulties. He understood, 
however, Mr. Clark had contracted a 
small debt. 

Rev. Bascom Anthony, p¥fesiding el- 
der of the Dublin district, thought it 
would be wise for the conference to 
refuse to edmit Mr. Clark. ‘The most 
serious thing affecting our ministry 
is the preachers not paying their 
debts,” said Mr. Anthony.

MURDER AND GOLD: 
IN MAN'S CONFESSION 


Sloan Tells Story of Miser’s Death, 
Implicating Risley as Actual 
Slayer. 


Relating in a cool, unaffected voice 
the details of the murder of Will 
Franklin, the aged miser who was Slain 
and robbed In his hovel at 224 Decatur 
street last Saturday night, Robert Lee 
Sloan, the teamster, held under suspi- 
cion, last night cleared up the mys- 
tery by confessing to his connection 


with the crime. 

For three hours he was put through 
a grilling third degree by detectives at 
police headquarters. Until darkness 
he had stoutly maintained his inno- 
cence, constantly repeating his alibi. 
At darkness, however, he broke down 
completely and confessed, but impli- 
cated as the actual slayer another 
prisoner whom the police hold under 


suspicion. 

The other prisoner is Frank Risley, 
known as “Shot,” a young laborer who 
has been under arrest since a few 
hours after the murder was discover- 
ed. He firmly denies connection with 
the crime. a 

At midnight, Friday, Detectives 
Chewning and Norris arrested Sloan 
and a young woman, Miss Chloe Aus- 
tin, in whose company he has been 
seen often during the past week. The 
couple were at the Austin woman's 
home on Decatur street. Sloan was 
docketed with suspicion, and his com- 
panion was held as a material wit- 


ness. 


tained as a witness. Detectives be- 
lieve Sloan has not told of all the 
money he obtained in the robbery, and 
that his female companion knows 
where it had been secreted. They also 
believe that Sloan lavished upon her 
a large amount of the loot. 
Sloan’s Story. 

‘“] was standing near Pratt street 
(only a few yards from No. 224) when 
old man Franklin passed and went 
into 224,” said Sloan, according to de- 
tectives. ‘“ ‘Shot’ Risley came along a 
few feet behind, and asked me to step 
in with him to buy some apples from 
the peddler. I walked in with him. 
There was not a hint of robbery or 
murder, and I went with Risley mere- 
ly to buy the fruit. 

‘We walked into the old man’s room. 
There wasn’t any light except two 
candles burning on a cigar box. ‘Shot’ 
told the peddler he wanted to buy a 
dime’s worth of apples. Franklin 
stooped over his fruit box and select- 
ed four apples. ‘Shot’ told him he 
wanted six for a dime, and that hs; 
could get them at that price in the 
Decatur street fruit stands.

The 
unusual sum, exceeding all appropria- 
tions of former years, will be neces- 
sary to make up a deficit of nearly 
$20,000,000 resulting from ‘the increase 
of pensions by the Sherwood Dill last 
winter and the proportionate increase 
of the general pensions authorized by 
this act. | 

Estimates by members of congress 
made today indicate the regular pen- 
sion bill probably will carry about 
$175,000,000. This in itself will be a 
record-breaking total, as the Sher- 
wood law’ materially increased many 
pensions. It has notuyet been deter- 
mined whether the deficit of approxi- 
mately $20,000,000 will be added to the 
regular appropriation bill or put into 
some other measure. The pension bu- 
reau has enough money for the pres- 
ent, but will run _ short between 
March 4 and July 1, when the new 
fiscal year begins, unless it gets the 
extra, $20,000,000. 

Unexpected support has appeared 
among returning members of the. sen- 
ate for a bill to remove the present 
limitation upon pensions to widows 
of veterans. The law now. gives no 
pension to a widow who married her 
soldier husband after July 27, 189090. 

Repeated efforts to remove or modify 
this limitation have failed, and it is 
expected that if the senate shoulg act 
on a bill this year, democrats of the 
house would vigorously oppose it,. be- 
cause of the great increase it would 
bring to the annual pension outlay. 
To give all widows of soldiers the 
right to apply for pensions would add 
from $12,000,000 to $15,000,000 to the 
present pension total, it is stated.

James B. McNamara and McManigal 
were arrested on April 12, 1911, and 
John J. McNamara was arrested on 
April 22, 1911. Ten explosions occur- 
red between December, 1910, and the 
time of’ the arrests. 

Raymond Burns said he had receiv- 
ed information from Lindsey L. Jewel, 
then in Pittsburg, who testified that 
Hockin, two months before the Los 
Angeles explosion, had given the loca- 
tions of hiding places for explosives. 
Jewel was going to Panama as an 
engineer and had urged Hockin to 
report to Burns.

WM. P. JACKSON 
SUCCEEDS RAYNER 


Republican Committeeman for 


Maryland Appointed ‘to the 
Senate by Governor. 


Baltimore, Md., November 29.—Gov- 
ernor Goldsborough tonight announced 
the appointment of William P. Jackson, 
republican national committeeman 
from Maryland, to succeed the late 
United States Senator Isidor Rayner. 

He will serve until the legislature, 
which meets in January, 1914, fills 
what will then be an unexpired term 
of three years. The legislature at that 
time also will elect a successor to 
Senator John Walter Smith (demo- 
crat), whose term will expire in 1915. 

Mr. Jackson, who is a resident of 
Salisbury, has been closely associated 
with* the governor, socially and po- 
litically. In the recent  presidenttal 
campaign he wags the leader of the 
Taft forces in this state. 

Mr. Jackson is 44 years old and a 
business man of large and varied in- 
terests, chief of which is the manu- 
facture of lumber. He is reputed to 
be a millionaire. 

His entry into active politics dates 
from 1908, when he became republican 
national committeeman for Maryland. 
Mr. Jackson's father, William H. Jack- 
son, served three terms in congress. 
His uncle, the late Elihu E. Jackson, 
was cCcemocratic governor of Maryland 
from 1888 to 1892.

“PRESENT RATES T00 HIGH” 


Denied Permit for Private Plant for 
Office Building, Will Seek 
Franchise. 


A public service power corporation 
with Joel Hurt, president of the At- 
lanta Realty corporation behing it, 
will spring from the opposition, which 
Preston Arkwright, president of .the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, 
raised Friday against Hurt’s attempt 
to get a permft from the street com- 
mittee ef council to erect and operate 
a $150,000 power plant in connection 
with his $2,000,000 Edgewood avenue 
building project. 

He declared that if he does not get 
a permit to operate the plant as a pri- 
vate enterprise he. wil) take up Presi- 
dent Arkwright’s suggestion, organize 
a public utility corporation, put in a 
larger plant, and enter the entire At- 
lanta field as a competitor to thé 
Georgia Railway and Power company. 

“Tll get under their shirts,’ Mr. 
Hurt declared with emphasis, “and it 
won't only be a power utility. It'll 
cost them more.than they would lose 
by this private enterprise to block this 
project. Why shouldn’t I, or any 6th- 
er citizen have the right to builg @ 
power plant, if we can make electricity 
for one-third less than this company 
does?” 

Criticizes Ca. 1 Stock Increase. 

And Mr- Hurt Said other things about 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany to emphasize hig threat to or- 
fSanize a competitive corporation. He 
rappeg the company for what he char- 
acterized as ingratitude, saying that 
it was he who fought against increas- 
ing their franchise tax. He also criti- 
cised the recent increase of the capital 
of the company. 

“It is really amusing to hear of this 
opposition,” said Mr. Hurt, “especially 
in view of the operations of the com- 
pany. I don’t propose to pay the rates, 


if necessary. 

“When the Georgia Railway and 
Power company increased its capital 
from $2,000,000 to the enormous 
amount of $86,000,000, I went to Ark- 
wright and Spalding and asked them 
how they proposed to milk the public 
by making the increase. 

‘T can make electric current for one 
cent per kilowat per hour—2 cents 
less than the Georgia Railway and 
Power company is paying. They can 
enjoin me if they want to, but I'll get 
under their shirts in the long run, 
and it will be costing them a whole 
lot more than they would lose from 
the loss of contracts for supplying 
power to my buildings.” 

Any Private Permit Illegal. 

City Attorney James L. Mayson in- 
formed the street committee that it 
would be illegal to grant a permit to 
any private citizen to cut through the 
streets to supply a private want. Pres- 
ident Arkwright, of the power com- 
pany, declared that it would be an in- 
justice to his corporation to grant a 
permit to Mr. Hurt, who would not be 
burdened with a franchise tax, or be 
under the restrictions and limitations 
the city puts on public service corpo- 
rations. 

“If Mr. Hurt wants to use the 
streets for a public service, let him 
get. a franchise, and go about it in 
the right way,” insisted President 
Arkwright. “If the city gives him the 
right to cut through the streets to 
connect other private property with 
the power house, it would be com- 
pelled to do the same thing for other 
private individuals.” 

It was the suggestion fired by Pres- 
ident Arkwright at Mr. Hurt that 
aroused the latter, and brought from 
him a threat to organize a corporation

Highly Esteemed Judge, Aged 


94 Years, Dies at Rome 
Home. 


Rome, Ga., November 29.—(Special.) 
Judge William Monroe Shropshire, 
aged 94 years, tHe oldest person in 
Rome in point of years and residence, 
and one of the most prominent and 
highly esteemed, died at his home here 
this afternoon at 5 o’clock. 

Born in Cuthbert, Ga, in 1819, for 
nearly seventy years Judge Shrop- 
shire had been an important factor in 
the development of the city, having 
been connected with its growth as 
judge of the old inferior court, mer- 
chant and cotton buyer.

New Plans Approved to Avert Damage 
Liability to Sacred Heart =~ 
Church.

The change! in the grading of Ivy 
street, made necessary to protect the 
city from Nability for damage to the 
property ofthe Sacred Heart qhurch, 
Was approved by the street committee 
of council yesterday afternoon. The 
change comprehends a modification of 
the profile drawn by Chief R, M. Clay- 
ton, of .the engineering. department, 
and provides for a rise of four feet at 
Baker anda fall of two feet at Peach- 
tree. 

The street committee approved the 
plans after hearing discussions from 
a majority of the property owners. 
The committee showed a disposition to 
adopt any change that would meet 
with the approval of a majority of 
the property holders, especially those 
living between Baker a@ad Peachtree, 
where tne dip is greatest. 

It is expected that there will be pro- 
tests of owners of property at Bakcr 
street. The grade agreed upon was 
suggested by Joel Hurt, the contract- 
or, and although it is said that it will 
cost the city a little more than $1,000 
additional for building wahs from 
Baker street north, it is conceded that 
it will not only make the street more 
attractive, but that the value to the 
property will be inestimable. 

Property Owners Confer. 

A conference among property own- 
ers was held in the office of the city 
engineer while the street committes 
was discussing other matters. It was 
agreed that the most Important change 
‘would be between Baker and Peach- 
tree. Some of the owners objected to 
the rise at Peachtree to make _ the 
street conform with the profile,of 
that thoroughfare, it being argued 
that by raising the grade the street 
would not have a sufficient slope to 
carry off the water. 

The change will raise the grade in 
front of the Sacred Heart property to 
within 6 inches of the floor level of 
the church. It also gives the street a 
slope to take the water to Peachtree, 
wihere it can easily flow into the catch 
basins. '

\, All of Europe may now be said, speaking metaphorically, to 
be sitting over a keg of dynamite, with the war in the Near East 
Whether the latter is to be touched off, with the result 
of altering the map of the old world in a revolutionary manner, ap- 
pears to rest with two countries—Austria and Russia. 

Austria is opposed to Servia, one of the Balkan allies, having a 
port on the Adriatic sea.

port—Durazzo. Austria has for some time been mobilizing her 
troops, as well as making frantic diplomatic representations. Now 
that Servia has taken the aggressive, will Austria proceed to open 
hostilities? That is one important question. 

Another one is the attitude of Russia. 
be in sympathy with Servia and the rest of the Balkan coalition, the 
predominant influence of which is Slavic, like that of Russia. If 
Russia is minded to back up the claims of Servia, it may be that 
the long-feared European war will be precipitated. If Austria goes 
to war, it is likely she will be followed by the two other members 
of the triple alliance—Germany and Italy. That may bring into 
the field the three members of what is called the triple entente, Eng- 
land, France and Russia.

Although there have -been conflict- 
ing reports as to the administration's 
plans toward Russia, a letter from the 
president to Simon Wolf, Washington 
representative of the United Hebrew 
congregations and the Order of B'Nai 
B’Rith, just made public, clearly indi- 
cated the president's intention of al- 
lowing his successor to settle this 
question. President Taft's letter to 
Mr. Wolf read as follows: 

“TJ have your letter of November 22, 
in which you refer to the report that 
we are engaged in making a temporary 
agreement with Russia to take place 
of the agreement which we have abro- 
gated. I beg to assure that we expect 
to make no agreement of this kind or 
of any kind. What we have been do- 
ing is examining the existing treaties 
and statutes and international law ap- 
plicable to a situation like that which 
will occur after our treaty with Russia 
of 1832 shall cease to be. We do not 
expect to change by any agreement or 
so-called modus vivendi the status quo, 
which the abrogation of the treaty will 
leave on the first of January by its 
eeasing to have effect.”

New York, November 29.—Whether 
Albert T. ‘Patrick, who was pardoned 
by Governor Dix, will make a fight for 
the millions left by William Marsh, 
Rice, the millionaire he was accused of 
having murdered, may be settled at a 
tonference. between Patrick and his 
counsel, former sudge William M. K. 
Olcott. Patrick was beneficiary under 
what was by him alleged to be Rice’s 
will. 

“I have not studied the will,” Judge 
Olcott said today, “and until I have a 
chance to confer with Mr. Patrick, I 
cannot say what action we will take.” 

Patrick issued a long statement this 
afternoon in which he went into de- 
tails of the two wills left by Rice. He 
said, however, that while he intended 
to “fight vigorously for his vindica- 
tion,” he had ‘not decided whether he 
would contest the will probated which 
left the Rice milliong to the Rice in- 
stitute at Houston, Texas. 

“Whatever action is taken,” he said,

JURY FINDS HYDE 
GUILTY OF BRIBERY 


Justice Goff Remands Former Cham- 
berlain of New York City to 
Cell in Tombs. 


New York, November 29.—Charles H. 
Hyde, former city chamberlain, was 
found guilty tonight of bribery in 
connection with the performance of 
his duties as a city official. The jury, 
which has been hearing his case in 
the supreme court, rendered its ver- 
dict shortly before midnight, after 
nearly three and a half hours’ delib- 
eration. 

Justice Goff remanded Hyde until 
December 4, and the former chamber- 
lain was led across the “bridge of 
sighs” to a cell in the Tombs. : It was 
his first taste of prison life, for he 
had been at liberty on bail since his 
indictment and during his trial. 

When the case was given to the 
jury, shortly after 8 o'clock, there 
were few who expected a verdict in 
so short a time and when word came 
from the jury that it wished to report 
Justice Goff was not at hand. It was 
nearly forty minutes before he ap- 
peared. Hyde was brought in and 
faced the jury. 

As the word “guilty” fell from the 
foreman’s lips, Hyde’s eyes, which had 
been fixed on the jurors’ faces, did not 
waver, and he gave no evidence of 
emotion. After his counsel, John B. 
Stanchfie]d, had asked for and obtain- 
ed, the privilege of making such mo- 
tion in the case on Wednesday next 
as he deemed proper, tne “pedigree” 
of the former chamberlain was taken. 
Hyde answered the questions in a 
ciear voice. When he came to be lea 
away he flushed and walked with 
drooping head to the door.

¢the power and the pressure of his of- 
ficial position, unlawfully to induce” 
Joseph G. Rooin, head of the de-unct4 
Northern bank, to cause the bank tv 
loan the tottering Carnegie Trust 
company $130,vv0. 


K-RBY, IN TEARS, TRIES 
TO SHiELv HIS WIFE 


Chicago, November 29.—Dr. William 
T. Kirby, banker-physician, wept sev- 
eral times today as he testified in fed- 
eral court to save his wife from pos- 
sible punishment for contempt of court 
by shouldering all the blame of vari- 
oug transactions which precipitated the 
tailure of the Kirby Savings bank.

No Developments in Dispute Between 
Austria and Servia as to Occupa- 
tion of Adriatic Port. 


London, November 29.—Constantino+~ 
ple tonight reports the probability of 
a fortnight’s armistice being signed 
Sunday by the peace plenipotentiartes 
who are negotiating for a cessation 


‘of hostilities Letween the Turks and 


the allies. From the Bulgarian side 
there has been no news today Con- 
cerning the peace negotiations except 
the vague statement that they are 
making satisfactory progress. 

Nothing has transpired as to wheth- 
er the proposed armistice will- affect 
the whole field of war operations oF 
only the Tchatalja lines. 

The news received today of the sur- 
render of two entire divisions of Turk- 
ish reserves to the Bulgarians in the 
neighborhood of Demotica, a short dis- 
tance south of Adrianople, after se- 
vere fighting, shows there still are 
large isolateq bodies of Turkish troops 
unaccounted for, which must be ¢on- 
sidered in arranging an armistice. The 
armies are said to have large numbers 
of men who are proceeding in Greek 
transports from the gulf of Salontki, 
either for Gallipol! peninsula, which 
separates the Dardanelles from the 
Aegean sea, or to join the allied army 
at Tchatalja. No news has been fre- 
ceived concerning theSe transports as 
yet, and the disposal of the men they 
carry, in event an armistice Is arrang- 
ed, would present some difficulty. 

Negotiations Continue. 

Although it is not yet safe to as- 
sume that an armistice is In sieht, the 
fact that the negotiations continue at 
Baghtche and that apparently no defi- 
nite time limit has been fixed as te 
the duration of the existing suspen- 
sion of hostilities tends toward@ the 
brief that a peaceful solution of the 
trouble is approaching. 

There were no fresh developments 
today concerning the proposed confer- 
ence between the powers on the Bal- 
kan situation or concerning the dis- 
pute between Austria ang Seéervia as 
to the occupation by the latter coun- 
try of a port on the Adriatic, 

“The government is actively prepar- 
ing for a possible rupture of the peace 
negotiations and a resumption of hos- 
tilities,”” says The Daily Telegraph's 
Constantinople correspondent. “The 
streets “again are swarming with sol- 
diers. The Lule Burgas vetérans are 
preparing to return to the front and 
the Redifs are marching to barracks 
to be provideq with uniforms and 
equipment. The great square in fré>t 


hoof the ministry of war is a veritable 


camp, where thousands of recruits are 
awaiting orders to march. 

“If hopes of peace are entertained 
there certainly never have been more 
ardent war preparations. Since Thurgs- 
day the government has been observ- 
ing such complete silence regarding 
the peace pour paleres that even the 
ambassadors are absolutely lacking in 
knowledge of their nrecise position. 

‘In any case there is no indication 
that the Bulgarians have abandoned 
their principle for the surrender of 
The government jour- 
nal Sabah declares that Adrianople 
must not be an Ottoman Alsace-Lor- 
raine.” 


FORMAL ARMISTICE 
NOW WITHIN SIGHT 


Constantinople, November %39.—A 
formal armistice for a fortnight is 
now within sight, according to ag 
official announcement made tonight 

“The pour paleres at Baghtche are 
proceeding in a satisfactory manner 
and there is reason to hope the ar- 
mistice may be signed in a day or 
two,” the announcement said. 

The information was given out after 
a meeting of the council of ministers 
which was in session from 6 until 14 
o’clock. It was called to discuss # 
report submitted to Kiamil Pasha, the 
grand vizier, by Osman Nazimni 
Pasha, Damed Ferid and Mustapha 
Rechad Bey, minister of the interior, 
who went to Baghtche th.:s morning 
and conferred with the peace plenipo- 
tentiaries and returned to the capital 
this evening. 

Prior to the meeting of the council 
of ministers the grand vizier had an 
audience with the sultan and ne 
visited the British and Russian am- 
bassadors. Fire broke out in the 
porte this evening, but was quickiy 
quenched.

Buffalo, N. Y., November 29.—The ac- 
 tidenta) killing of a man in Lowell, 
Mass., twenty years ago was given 
tonight by John Frank Hickey, in a 
signed confession as the starting potnt 
of a career of debauchery and crime 
during which he murdered two boys 
and assaulted many others. Hickey’s 
victims, according to his confession, 
were Ed Morey, of Lowell, Mass., pol- 
soned with laundanum over twenty 
years ago: Michael Kruck, 12 years 
old, a New York newsboy, strangled 
in Central Park, in 1902, and Joseph 
Joseph, the 7-year-olq son of George 
Josephs ,a merchant of Lackawanna, 


killed in a similar manner, October 14, 


1911. 

“The details of Hickey’s last two 
erimes are too revolting to make pub- 
lic.” sald District Attorney Dudley. 
“Hickey apparently is a man with 
“% dua) personality. He is intelligent. 
He is now overcome with remorse, and 
aayvys again and again that he can't 
comprehend what possessed him to 
commit the crime. He asserts that he 
became a maniac only when filled with 
whisky.” . 

Young Josephs disappeared the aft- 
ernoon of October 12, 19it. His father, 
teorge Josephs, a merchant of Lack- 
awanna, insisted from the Start that 
the boy had been kidnaped, and a 
country-wide search was instituted.

Beaumont Davison: “It is certainly 
time for Atlanta to begin to build with 
an idea to the future, and let those 
who dre to come after. us enjoy what 
we Have done and help to pay for it.

It will take money 
to carry ,out the work, and a bond 
issue-.is the only way to do it.

E. R.-Du Bose: “The city should is- 
sue more bonds and secure the bene- 
fit of its. eredit; provided, of course, 
that the proper care is taken in the 
expenditure of the money. | The city 
ought not to be hard up, if it has the 
eapacity of borrowing $5,000,000, to be 
used for improvements, to be paid for 
by future generations who certainly 
will enjoy the full benefit of them. It 
is good, sound business policy to use 
money for future if it is to enhance 
values and in the end prove a paying 
investment. As I said, if bonds are 
issued, provision should be made for 
a wise and judicious expenditure.”

What should be done igs for 
the proper authorities, to make out 
careful estimates - of exactly what 
amount of money is needed fqr all the 
improvements necessary and then issue 
that amount of bonds.

taken.” 

“Walter G. Cooper: “I finst want to 
see What is going to be done With the 
money before I commit myself on the 
subject.. I do not. care to make a 
statement on the general use of funds, 
When something specific for the 
money to be spent for is made, then I 
will be in position to talk.” 

A. ©. McHan: “By all means, we 
ought to use what credit we actually 
need. The city should be made what 
it ought to be, and its credit must be 
called upon to make this possible. The 
Constitution is exactly right in its 
stand in*the matter.” 

S. B. Turman: “I¢ the money de- 
rived from the credit is spent to ad- 
vantage.

Ivan E. Allen: “It is to the best in- 
terest of every well organized busi- 
ness to borrow. No firm should wait 
until it- has the actual money in its 
possession to make improvements. The 
same applies to the city. I am in 
favor of bond issues. The last One 
was not large enough.” 

W. S. Elkin, Jr.: “I’m earnestly in 
favor of bonding Atlanta to the con- 
stitutional limiteif the money to be 
derived from the sale of the bonds 
authorized is used for the betterment 
and the advancement of Atlanta. I 
know’ of no city with a right to issue 
$5,000,000 to its bonded debt that 
would not gladly accept it. If it were 
left to me alone to cast the vote of 
the city for or against bonds—the 
fullest issue the law would allow— 
I’a cast my vote for the bonds.” 

H. Benjamin: “IT was astonished 
when I read in The Constitution that 
Atlanta had a right to issue ‘bonds in 
the sum of $5,000,000 and had not 
done go to relieve itself from its varli- 
ous troubles—the demands for street, 
sewer and other improvements.
